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A Declaration, or Repreſentation 


from his Excellencie, Sir Thomas Fairfax, 
and the Army under his command. 


Hat we may no longer be the difſatisfaQion 
of our friends, the ſubjeA of our enemies 
malice (to work jealoulies and miſ-repre- 
ſentations upon) and the ſuſpition (if nor 
aſtoniſhment) of many in the Kingdome, 
in our late or prefent tranſaftions and con- 
duct of buſineſfe ; we _ ſhall in all faithful- 


| neſſe and-clearneſſe profeſſe , and declare. unto you theſe 
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things whichhave of late protrafed and hindered our diſ- 
banding, tlie preſent greivances which poſſeſſe our Army, 
and are yet unremedied ; with: our deſires, as to the com- 
pleat ſettlement of rhe Liberties and peace of the Kingdom; 
which is thar- bleſſing of Gad, then which ( of all. world- 
ly things) nothing is more deare unto us, or more precious 
in our choughts, we having hitherto rhought all our preſent 
enzoyments, (whether of life or lively-hood, or neareſt re- 
htions) a price bur ſufficient ro rhe purchaſe of fo rich a 
bleſſing, that we, and all che Free-borne. people of this Na- 
tion, may fir down in quiet under our” Vines , and under the 
glorious adminiſtration of Juſtice and Righteouſneſle, and 
m fill poſſeflion of thoſe fundamentall Rights and Liberties, 
without which we can have little hopes (as to humane con- 
fiderations) to enjoy either any comforts of life, or ſo muck. 
a5 life it ſelte; bur at the pleaſures of ſome men, ruling mecr- 
ty accordingto will and power. 

Tt cannot þe unknown what hath paſſed betwixt the Par- 
liament and Army, astothe ſervice of Ireland; by all which, 
rogether with the late proceedings againſt the Army , in re- 
tion to their Perition and greivances, all men may judge 
what hath hindred the Army from. a ready cOgapemene tt 
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that fervice,& without further accompt or Apology 3s tothat 
particular,then what thoſe paſſages & proceedings themſelys 
(already made publike) doe afford,) We doe appeal to your 
ſelves, whether thoſe courſes, to which the Parliament hath 
(by the deſignes' and: praftice -of ſome) been drawn, have 
rationally tended, to induce a chearfull and unintmous un- 
dertaking of the Army to that ſervice, or rather to breake 
and. pull the Army in peeces with diſcontent, and diſhg- 
nour, and to put .{uch diſ-obligations , and.-provoc 
upon it , as might drive it- into. diſtempgr.: and. inde 
diſcourage both | this Army," and ' other ; Soidldiers from 
any further engagement in the Parliaments fervige. 'And 
we wiſh all men would (with us) upon the-whole- carriage, 
ſcriouſly conſider. whether (in the intentions of thoſe who 
have by falſe informations and miſ-reprefentations put- the 
Parliament upon ſuch wayes) the timely and effeAuall releif 
of Ireland ſeeme teally.to have beene intended,. or rather 
(with the breaking or disbanding of this, Army) to draw to- 
gether or raife ſuch other forces, and of ſuch 'a temper. as 
might ſerve, ta ſome Ueſperate' and, deſtrutive deſignes ar 
Englaid; For which ( belides the probable we) pj from 
their carriage of the buſines)we have beforchand.in the tran. 
ation thereof had more then hints of ſuch a defigne, by clear 
expreſſions to that purpoſe, from many. of thoſe Officers of 
the Army, that have been perſwaded,and appeared moſt for- 
ward to engape as for, Tre/azd on the terms propoſed; And 
that ſuch a deſigric hath all along been driven, ſeems now too 
evident by the preſent diſpoſing of thoſe Forces that. have 
been engaged for Ireland, by the endeavours of ſome to gain 
a poiver from the Partiamenc of ordering. thoſe Forces for 
ſome ſervice in England, & by the private Liſtings of menfor 
ſervice here,without any publike authority of Parliam. And(al 
this) by, the. ſame perſons who have all along appeared moſt 
aQive and violent in the late proceedings againlt the Army, - 
As to the juſt Dilcontents and DiſſatisfaRtions of che Army 
in relation to their Grievances and their Noa-compliancetg 
the late Orders for ſadden Disbanding by. peece-meale, (be. 
tore more full znd cquall ſatisfaction were given to the 
FD EO I9T3-=> —  rE 
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whole) we defire you to look back' to the Papers #lf6idy* 
publiſhed of the grievances themſelves, the Narrative of the 
Officers, and to the larer Papers from the generall Connſel of 
War at Buy, and the late generall Rendezvouz neer News 
Harker ; And (we think) your'lace reſuming the confideras 
tion of thoſe things ( as to a.fatther ſatisfation ) doth 'muth 
juſtifie the defires and proceedings of the Army, in thoſe paſt

And though, had we ( upon our-firſt addrefles for our un- 
doubted rights atid dues ) found a free-and candid reception; 
with a iuſt-confſideration and a reaſonable fatisfattion:; or at 
leaſt a free: anſwer therein, we ſhould have beer eaſily per- 
{waded to have abated or forborn-muech of our dues , and not 
ro have enquired into or conſidered (fo far'as we have) cither 
the- poſſibilities there are for-more [preſent fatifafion''o? 
Arrears,:or the credit of fature Securftiespropoſet*; yer ſince 
upon theſe: former'Addrefſes we have found fach hard deal- 
ing as -in the ſaid Papers isfet forth, and rhoſe additionalF 
(though hitherto bur-parriall) fatisfations,comming'fo hard- 
ly as they havez- we findns obliging reafons; in the leaſt, "ro 
decline or recede from-whar's our due; bat-ratherNillto ad- 
here unto our defires of full 'and equal fatisfaRion in all the* 
things mentioned in the aforeſaid Papers, not only in behalf” 
of our ſelves and the Army,- but alſo of the whole Sonldiery, 
throughout the Kingdom;who have'coheurredor ſharconcur* 
with us in the ſame deſires.
